jf the older resident who "ran wld
t-t-i machine" In the days before horses
took tb fire apparatus to fires, are
Interavted tn the proposition of the
Pawtucket Veteran Firemen's associ-
ation to celebrate the centennial of the;
Sirthday of William Jeffers, who
Drought fame to Pawtucket, as a

fcuilder of the old hand engine fire
tubs, so called.

William Jeffers, who was one of the
most noted builders of Are tubs In his
day, was born August 27, 1809, In Mil-- "
ton, Mass. When a young man he
removed to Pawtucket, and it waa
there he made- his name and fortune.
In 1844 when the big double-dec- k hand
engines, built by Agnew at Philadel-
phia, was received by the volunteers
of Pawtucket, Mr. Jeffers, who bad
Ibeen experimenting with Are pumps,
took the machine in hand and rebuilt
It so far as the pumps and other ma
chinery were concerned, and the ma-
chine was sold to Westerly and known
as Rhode Island No. 1. Subsequently
the engine went back to Pawtucket,
was rechrlstened and has been known
since as the Hay Cart, outstripping! all
other machines of her class In spirit-
ed contests.

Mr. Jeffers devoted his attention to
the building of hand fire engines ami
the first product of his shops was the
Oaspee No. 9 for the Providence de-

partment, and now owned by the Prov-idtn- ee

Veteran association. This was
so successful that be constructed and
put into commission about 150 tubs of
the same type of pumps, though of
flittering styles ol box and auperstruc
ture.

The Pawtucket association .plan Is
to have a muster In that city, August
27, and tnvlte all the machines of the
Jeffers make In and about New Eng-
land to participate. There are about
twenty-fiv- e of these within a radius
of fifty miles and it is believed theywill gladly accept the Invitation to do
honor to the memory of the famous
fire engine builder.

In Rhode Island there are at least
nine muster engines of the Jeffers

- build, which Includes the Hay Cart
of Pawtucket, formerly owned in
Westerly, and the Gaapee of Provi-
dence. Also, the Nameaug. formerly
of New London, later the Rough and
Ready of Johnston, and now owned
by the Watchemocket company of
East Providence. Besides there Is the
Ocean of Knightsvllle, Star of Crans-
ton, Narragansett of Riverside, et

of East Providence, King
Philip it Bristol and Mechanic of
Warren. At Phillipsdale Is located the
old Grasshopper, of a special experi-
mental type, of which only two were
tiuilt, the other being sold in Texas.
In addition there are a few other Jef-
fers tubs in the state that have not
been In use or at musters In so manv
years that they have been practically
forgotten.

hftgiid in the stone carving and mod- -
cung; business In Westerly, and was
considered one of the best of modelers,
sculptors, carvers and statue cutters,

He has been a resident of Westerly
for thirty-si- x years and during that
time has executed some of the best
designs known in granite work. He
modeled and cut the Thomas Brown
statue, the first to be placed in River
Bend cemetery, and also the fcarstow
statue, the first erected In Forest Hill
cemetery, and his handiwork is scat
tered all over the country In cemeter
ies. In public squares, parks and in
building work.

Mr. King's masterpiece is perhaps
the Dr. D. D. Porter Memorial in
Memphis, Tenn., which was designed,
modeled and carved by himself. It
was made from a single block of gran-
ite which weighed forty-tw- o tons In
the rough. On one end is the statue
of Dr. Porter six feet in height, and
on the other a Corinthian column, en-
twined' with ivy and roses, and elab
orately carved, the whole making' one
ot the accepted best specimens or
work of granite In the country,

Mr. King and his son were at; work
last Saturday upon the granite statue
ot a Frontiersman, eight feet high,
which Is near completion, and Which
will be finished by his son and part-
ner; Edward G. King. . ,

Favored by Congregational Committee
and Episcopal Representatives.

The last Lambeth conference of the
bishops of the Anglican communion
adopted a resolution suggesting that
meetings of clergy and laynren of dif-
ferent Christian bodies' to be held in
order to promote Christian unity. In
accordance with this suggestion at the
general conference of the Congrega-
tional churches of Connecticut, held in
November, a committee was appoint-
ed, consisting; of the Rev. Dr. New-
man 'Smyth,- pastor-emeritu- of the
Center, church in New Haven, Chief
Justice Simeon E. Baldwin of the su-

preme court of Connecticut, and Fred-
erick, W., Green of Hartford, to carry
out the suggestion of the conference.

Fifth As to ordination the sug-
gestion is made that the thing to be
considered 13 what would be necessary
to rend'T the ministry oof ther
churches regular according to the ex-

isting Episcopal order; whether ad-
ditional authorization as to the sac-
rament might not be conferred by the
bishop and whether similar and en-

larged authority could be conferred
upon the ministers of the different
bodies.
